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KEEPING UP THE GRADE 


The cry from Texas and other staics 
to the south is that more pure bred 
bulls are wanted on the range, This 
is equally true of our own western 
country. At the Pure Bred Cattle 
Breeders’ meeting last winter, J. R. 
Craig, Meadow Creek, Alberta, gave 
some very interesting facts about the 
breeding of cattle on the range, which 
throws considerable light on the 
yveason why we hear so much about 
the deterioration of the range cattle. 


He says: “When the Montana herds 
were first placed on the range they 
were of a very high quality. This 


opinion was freely expressed byvisitors 
from England to the ranches who 
were well qualified to judge. They 
expected with such a foundation and 
Proper attention to breeding, the 
beeves would rank firet ciase in any 
market. With some exceptions, the 
breeding has not been managed in a 
manner calculated to produce’ the 
best results. In relating the method 
of broeding I shali confine what 1 have 
tu say to Willow Creek district, as the 
Tacis as stated are the result of some- 
what definite knowiedge. The range 
ecuntry is divided into districts for the 


purpose of a round-up.’ Alberta is 
divided into High River, Willow 
Creel, Macieod, Pincher Creek and 


Lethbridve district, each having na:- 
ural bousdaries. .Wiew Creck is 
well into the cenire and has approxi- 
mately 17,000 cattle of all ages, The 


breeding cows of this number will be; 


about 6,000 allowing one bull to every 
15 cows. Some Alberta ranches advo- 
cate one to 15, but Montana ranches 
claim one bull to 12 cows necessery to 
procure the fullest inervase, but (this 
will require 490 bulls to the prepor- 
tion of one to 156 on a ranch. The} 
whole herd of 17,000 cattle will brand 


4,250 calves; as the sex is about’ 
equally divided there will be 2,125 


heifer calves, which will require, ac- 
cording to the proportion one to 15, 
141 bull calves to c. added yearly to 
the range, If there is no change in 
the number of calves the following 
years, the young bulls required will 
be 141, increasing or decreasing each 
year in proportion as the braud ina 
creases or decreases. These bulls have 
been supplied from the calves of cows 
on the range from the commencement 
of ranching. The most forward and 
promising calves, of courses, would be

Men who 
know the class of cattle that comes 
from all parts of the west say that 
they are not as good as they were 10 
years ago and not worth by $5 a head 
as much money. The action of the 
North West. government in assisting 
the introduction of pure bred stock 
has not come one bit too soon. But 
it is all too small, only some 200 head 
will be the extent to which the gov- 
ernment grant can be expected to 
help, while the country needs hun- 

reds more. At the same rate of 
computation made by Mr. Craig, it 
will require annualiy 1,232 young 
bulls to supply Alberta alone. What 
about the other Territories? Thus 
there is a great need for a large 
upply of good bulls. Unless our 
ange breeders bestir themselves and 
trive to raise cattle of greater quality 
Canadian catile will be run out of the 

jd country market by the breeders 
n Argentine, who are sparing no 
eins or money to get the very best

In ‘Mr, Gladstone,” a monograph 
published by Mr. Murray, Sir Edward 
Hamilton gives an jiteresting sketch 
of the personal traits of the great 
statesman, Sir E. Hamilton, as he 
explains, was privileged to know Mr, 
Gladstone for 40 years, and was for 
some time brought into very intimate 
contact with him as his private sec- 
retary. He speaks of the perfect pol- 
itical honesty of Mr. Gladstone: “I 
have,” he once said to me, ‘made mis- 
takes enough in my political life, God 
knows. But I can honestly assert 
I have never said or done anything 
in polities in which I did not sin- 
cerely believe.” So it was with home 
rule, It was not a question of sac- 
rificing principle to power; it was a 
question of sacrificing personal popu- 
larity, and personal friendships to 
principle, to what be had persuaded 
himself to be right. “There is,” to 
use his own words, ‘‘no greater hon- 
or to a man than to suffer for the 
sake of what he thinks to be right- 
eous,”” The extreme to which per- 
sonal prejudice against Mr.Gladstone 
and even hatred of him would go are 
illustrated by the following anecdote: 
On one occasion a lady who had 
known him for many years found her- 
self one Sunday morning kneeling 
next to him at the communion rail in 
the Chapel Royal: The moment she 
discovered his close proximity, she

Used the Goose asa Koat and Watched 
Her Adopted Babies. 

The following remarkable instance of 
the coramunication ef ideas among the 
lower animals is narrated by Rey, C.

The Murderous Kea, 


Scientists have been some time studying 
the habits of the bird known as the kea, 
or the mountain parrot, of New Zealand, | 
which bas acquired the remarkable habit | 
of attacking sheep and tearing open their | 
backs by means ite sharp and powerful | 
beak for the purpose of abstracting the 
kidney fat, which appears te be esteemed 
as a luxurious diet. It has been suggested 
thas thie pesullar habit or instinct was 
developed by the bird getting the fat frore 
the skins of sheep that had been slaugh- 
tered, but this solution is not very satie- 
factory, as there appears nothing to con- 
nect the fat on the skins of sheep with live 
auimala, | 

A more probable solution of the origin 
of the habit {s as follows: In the hilly die | 
tricta of New Zealand there is a great 
abundanoe of white mons, or lichen, which | 
exactly resembles a lump of white wool, 
at the roote of which are found small 
white fatty substances, supposed by some 
to be the seeds of the plant and by others 
to bo a grub which infested it, and these | 
are a favorite food of the kea. Probably | 
the bird, misled by its resemblance, com- | 
menced an exploration in the backs of 
sheep, and this, proving satisfactory, orig- 
inated the new habit. In any event, it ia | 
certainly one of the strangest and most 
pecular instincts to be found in the whole 
range of natural history.—Nature.

BOWIE AS A SLAVE TRADER. 


= 


| Yactice by Which He Beat the Law and 


Made Enormous Profits. 


The United States had not long sup- 
pressed the slave trade. There were plenty 
still ot lowland planters, with money in 
both pockets, ready to buy whatever of 
“black ivory’ other men would fetch in. 
Lafitte, the Louisiana pirate, kept up the 
business of such fetching in. His haunte 
were no great ways from tho Bowle habi- 
tat. Moreover, young James was in tiie 
way of coming upon the whenever 
the business of board rafting took him to 
New Orleans. He was too shrewdly Amer- 
ican not to grudge such fair profits toa 
pack of foreigners. In company with his 
brother, Rezin Bowle, Jr., and two others 
of like adventurous minds he undertook 
to get a fair sharing in it. 

Moncy was needed to begin. Bowie sold 
his land to get it. Then the four entered 
into treaty with Lafitte. He sold them 
sound and likely blacks off his slavoships 
at the rate of $1 a pound. That made the 
average price something like $140 the 
head, In the open market the blacks 
would fetch from $500 to $1,000 each. But 
there was another and a better chance of 
gain, which the trading crew were quick 
to selze upon. Under the laws then stand- 
ing all Africans brought in in violation of 
the statute were confiscated and sold out 
of hand, one half the price going to tho 
authorities, the other to the informer. 
Bowie and his comrades made a practice 
of informing upon themselves; then when 
the slaves were seized and sold they bid 
them in, pocketed half the money they 
paid and found themselves free to offer 
their purchases wheresoever they chose, 
for the biacks were now lawfully within 
United States boundaries and a commodity 
as staple and as marketable as cotton. 

The profit was enormous—nobody ever 
bid against the partners at tbo forced sales, 
though there were a lively crying and o 
swift mounting of prices at tho later vend- 
ings. Altogether the company realized a 
profit of some $65,000 within a couple of 
years, But the business inyolyed such 
mummery and flummery of false names, 
pretended disguises and pretended seizures 
that the Bowles pretty soon tired of 1t. 
They dissolved it, and at least set about 
spending as strenuously as they had gone 
about making.—Martha McCulloch-Wil- 
liams in Harper’s Magazine.

Flower Study. 

Children in many European countries 
have excellent opportunity for the study 
of botany. The little city people have 
plants especially supplied them, and ina 
province of southern Russia 283 acres are 
devoted to school gardens.

OUR MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS 


Editor of The Herald: 
Toe Heving accepted a nomina- 
tion for the office of mayor for this 
city I have been urged by some of my 
supporters to make a personal canvas 
to secure or ensure My election, and 
yny reply was and in future will be an 
emphatic refusal. If 1 cannot obtain 
the mayoralty—an office that entails 
much loss of time, and many labors | 
and anxieties—without personally can- 
vassing the electors for it, I will do 
without it, Moreover: since the Terri- 
torial elections I have been thinking 
“over this contemptible business of per- 
sonal canvas, and have come to the 
conclusion that it should be looked 
upon as degrading to the candidate, 
and an offence, if not an insult to the 
electors, pernicious in its moral, 80- 
cial and political results, It is immoral 
because it invites men to mislead, pre- 
varicate and deceive. It is a social 
evil because it embitters men against 
oneanother on account of the decep- 
tions practiced. It is politically retro- 
gressive and degrading because it pre- 
vents otherwise patriotic and intellli- 
gent men from voting in endorsement 
of the final judgment for the man qual- 
ified by character, purpose and ability, 
because they were wheedled out of a 
promise by some, plausible still hunter 
engaged in enslaving their franchise 
and liberty. 

Of course this belittleing custom 
had its birth in the days of open vot- 
ing, and has unhappliy survived the 
old system, It was practiced then to 
meet the wishes of the silly and valu- 
glorious voter who considered the 
proper exercise of his franchise a 
favor, instead of a duty, and who 
prided himself with saying, “If my 
vote is not worth asking it is not 
worth having,” and many a sensitive 
eandidate has Leen urged by his in- 
discreet supporters to undertake this 
to him disagreeable mission of per- 
sonally asking votes, on account of 
the above senicloss jabber of some 
voters. 

1 hold that the right of exercising 
the franchise by secret ballot, is the} 
greatest privilege of the Canadian , 
citizen or British subject is possessed 
of. The law provides for his security 
and peace a chamber where in the full 
sovereignty of manhood he can make 
choice of the candidate, whom he be- 
lieves will best promote the interests 
and personate the best purposes, and 
desires of the community. To tamper 
with or handicap in any way the lib- 
erty of such voter, shou!d I heileve be 


made to come under the head of cor- | 
ruption or undue influence, and I feel 
and hope that not only in the tuterest 
of public welfare, but for peace and 
goodwill between candidate and elec- 
tors, the law will step ip ard prevent

HOLIDAYS IN MANILA, 


At One Time There Wore Over Forty ta 
Every Year. 

Manila loves holidays. At one time 
there were over 40 in each year. The num- 
ber has been sadly diminished, though 
there are still 13 left, I understand. Each 
pueblo has its saint, and on that saint's 
day tho inhabitants give themee!ves over, 
as they do on the great holidays of tho 
church, to music, fireworks, cockfighting, 
processions, eto. 

Almost all these processions took place 
at night, and the effect was most pictur- 
esque, There would be a line of marchers, 
men, women and children, walking in 
single file on each side of the street, every 
one with a lighted candle in his hand. Of- 
ten there would be thousands of pcople 
walking in these processions, and all tho 
while it was moving tens of thousands of 
rockets and bombs would be fired. Theso 
rockets and bombs are homemade. Tho 
rockets consist only of a joint of bamboo 
filled with powder, exploding with great 
noise, but with little light.

What a Knot Is, 


Probably thero is no nautical term more 
frequently used than the word knot.” 
The word is synonymous with the nautical 
inile, or 6,080.27 feet, while, as every one 
knows, the geographical naiiv is 6,280 feet. 
This would make the knot equal to 1 15- 
100 of geographical miles, and therefore, in 
order to compare the speed of a boat ex- 
pressed in knots with a railroad train, it is 
necessary to multiply the speed in knots 
by 1 15-100,

ing Company are to be found with tn 
|} the North West Territories today. 
|; The mill with its new machinery 
started work on the 2ist of November, 
and did not stop until the 
Saturday night at 11 p.m., turning out 
on an average 169 barrels of flour a 
day, cor 320 sacks. of a grade of flour 
that can hold its own with the 
largest milling establishments in 
; Canada or the United States. 

| The machinery arrangements are 
; substantialiy as follows The engine, 
| which with the boiler, is located in a 
Jone storey stone building, and 
leonnexion is made with the line shaft 
by belting. The main drive shafts 
are located in the basement. The 
| sharting and driving wheels are all 
carefully protected with frame .work 
of wood fer the prevention of acci- 
dent. 

On the first floor are the rolls, flour 
packers, scales, wheat steamers and 
other equipments; also the feed de 
partments, with one three roller feed 
mill. On the second floor are 
purifiers, the bolts, flour bins, ete. 

On the third floor are the swinging 
vifters and centrifugal reel, These 
sifters are entirely new machinery to 
Canada and indeed most of the mills 
in the United States, but are esteemed 
very highly by all who have used 

them. 

In addition to the flour

What a Soldier Ie Said to Have Saffered 
For Overstayiag His Leave of Absence. 
Houre of Excruciating Misery Too Great 
For Human Endurance, 


Ifthe court martial that sat on the case 
of Private Cooper of the One Hundred and 
Fifty-ninth Indiana were to have its way, 
the code of discipline for our soldicrs 
would be modeled after the barbaritics 
of medimval days. For somo time past 
at Camp Alger, says the New York Jour- 
nal, the officers had beon annoyed by tho 
frequence with which the man ovorstaid 
their leaves of absenco, and it was decided 
that tho ordinary punishment for such 
offenses was not severe enough, and tho 
court martial proceeded to devise some- 
thing moroeffective. ‘Tho tendency to in- 
flict pain and cause suffering must have 
been strong, else the court martial would 
never have chosen a punishment so cruel 
and barbarous as it did. 

Tho victim was Private E. F. Cooper of 
Company A, who was charged with being 
absent without leave for three days, In-

stead of the usual punishment by neertain 
number of hours of fatigue dviy—digging 
trenches, cleaning the coimpany streets or 
sorne other tiring but healthful and beno- 
ficial labor—Cooper was tortured in as 
merciless and inhuman a manner as might

A *sawhorse’’ after tho stylo of thoso 
used by carpenters had been specially con 
structed as an instrument of torture. Tho 
legs of the horse were made nearly 4 fect 
*long, and the cross bar was a 9 foot pole, 
slightly larger at one end than the other, 
triangular in shape, with a sharp edge 
uppermost, 

At the time for his punishment Cooper 
was led to the horse and placed astride it. 
His bare feet were tied securely beneath 
hanging clear of the ground. His hands 
were pinioned in front of him to the sharp 
edged pole. 

And there, barcheaded, under the glar- 
ing sun of a flercely hot day, young Cooper 
swayed in agony and excruciating pain 
for four long hours. 

It was a new sight for his comrades. 
Was a spectacle. 

It was much more degrading than 
trench digging. It was more ludicrous 
than street cleaning. 

The men crowded about to see the sight, 
an@ thoy laughed and jecred and taunted 
poor Cooper te their hearts’ content, They 
seemed to find in his suffering and deg- 
radation something outlandishly humor- 
ous. 

The torture and eruelty were working 
out just as was hoped for. Tho physical 
pain that the victim was undergoing wos 
fully as unbearable as had been intended, 
while the humiliation and menta! suffer- 
ing were even greater, Cooper's “vor 
rades"’ were aiding the court martial's de- 
signs splendidly, 

Young Cooper bore the ordeal bravely 
No martyr ever showed a better front, 
‘The sun burned down on his unprotected 
head, and the swordlike pole eut into bis 
flesh with unrelenting torment. The 
weight of his whole body rested on that 
blade. There was no relief. Every vein in 
the poor fellow's face and neck socmed 
ready to burst. 

He would draw his legs np from time to 
time in useless endeavor to rest them, 
That was before they became numb. 

He would throw his weight forward on 
his hands and then draw back again to 
the old position. It was hard to keep from 
crying out, the pain was so intense. 

After four hours of this torture they 
came to take bin down, but he could not 


| stand and sank to the ground exhausted.

They had to carry him to his tent. 

He had beon sentenced to eight hours of 
the sawhorse torture, but on the following 
morning it was found that his physical 
condition would not allow the additional 
four hours’ punishment. There was hu- 
manity enough left in the regiment to pre- 
vent the full sentence being carried out. 

This pleasant little torture they chose 
was at one time practiced in the English 
army of the old days. A contemporancous 
critic deseribed its torments, dwelling upon

ciating punishment or a torture moro hor- 
rible. 

Humane England soon got rid of the
